Although he does 
not readily take the initiative In social contact, Allardt re- 
sponds fairly well to inquiries. He was reticent about Spanish 
affairs. His tour was fairly active in Madrid and included many 
visitors to and from Germany and a large German trade fair in 
Madrid. He apparently handled his mission with quiet competence. 
While he was Ambassador, relations between the staffs of our two 
Embassies were friendly. 

Frau Allardt Is .a vivacious, attractive woman of French -Tunis! an 
background who worked for several years in our mission in Tunis. 
She speaks English with fluency. The couple spent a recent va- 
cation in Tunisia, but they evidently are (or were) building a 
retirement home near Munich.
